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University Payrolls Compared. 


A recent report of President Haclley of Yale University deals 


with the question of salaries paid to professors, assistant professors 
and instructors employed in that in-titution. 
In view of the fact 


that the salaries paid to ins ructors and "near," or assistant pro- 
fessors in the University of California constituted the subject of 
severe criticism a: a recent meetitu of the University 
Board of 


Regents a comparison of the salary lists of Ya'.e and Berkeley is 
pertinent. 
Regents Dohrmarn and I'ritlon and others condemned 


severely the policy of paying only f "om $40 to $100 per month to 
university instructors and assistant >rofcssors, on the ground that 
they were underpaid. 
The 
leductit n was plain and 
unavoidable 


that either inc-fficients were b :ing employed to educate the students, 
simply because tliev were willing1'to accept a miserably low pittance, 
or that the board was not paying co npctent instructors and assist- 
ant professors what tlicv v.'e ~e rcalb worth. 
If the first inference 


drawn- were correct, it \vas r.ianiicv tly plain that the university 
funds were being wasted a:u a grn> c injustice was thereby being 
done the students' bodv by g ving th.-m inferior instruction. 
If the 


second inference was correctly drawi , then, of course, the injustice 
fell on the instructors and assistant p-ofessors who bear most of the 
drudgery of teaching. 


The br.rden of the rcpo't of T csidcr.t Had ley was that the 


professors of Yale University arc ui .Icrpaid. 
On that point there 


is no complaint in the University of California. '.But in advocating 
the payment of higher salari-'s to tl e professors, Dr. Hadlcy pre- 
sented the scale of salaries paid to all classes of teachers at Yale, as 
follows: 
Instructors, first yc;;r $100( . second year $1200, third year 


$1400, fourth year and thereafter $1 ''00: assistant professors, first 
term of service S1SOO, seem: 1 term 
< > f service $2500; professors 


$4000. Some of the professor-, lie ad led. were receiving or.ly $3500 
per annum and a few were rereiving .-?5000. 


/ Yale and California universities claim equal rank as educa- 


tional institutions. 
But there i? a vaft difference between the salar- 


ies paid to the teaching forces of the wo. Yale pays its instructors 
from $1000 to $1400 per annum, according to the term of service, 
and its assistant professors fr >m $18(0 to $2500 on the same basis. 
California University instructors and assistant or "near" professors 
get, on the other hand, only from S5('0 to $1200 per year. In both 
institutions these teachers ar: prcsu npttvely required to do the 
same kind of classwork.

passage of the new postal savings bank 
lav bankers and postmasters throughout 
the country have been slow to demon- 
strate Interest in it. 
So far only flfty 
blanks have made application for designa- 
tion as depositories of postal funds and 
only flfty postmasters nave asked that 
they be authorized to accept postal sav- 
ings. 
The Indications are that the board of 
trustees, consisting of the Postmaster- 
General, the Attorney-General and the 
Secretary of the Treasury, will .be unabla 
to designate the nostoffices that are to 
receive postal savings for many months 
to come, 
It is known to be the purpose of tho 
trustees to limit designations at the be- 
ginning to offices of the a ret class, such 
as 
New 
York, 
Philadelphia, 
Boston, 


Chicago, St. Louis, St. Paul, Indianapolis 
ami a few cities in the Inter-mountain 
region and on the Pacific Coast.
